A mentally ill man on day 
release from Tolworth Hospi¬ 
tal had attempted suicide just 
weeks before he jumped to his 
death from the Bentall Centre 
car park, an inquest heard on 
Thursday, November 20. 

Joseph Healy, 42, committed 
suicide on March 5 this year, 
after being admitted to the 
psychiatric hospital three 
weeks before, Fulham Coro¬ 
ner’s Court heard. 

Witnesses saw him standing 
on the parapet of the 12th 
floor for at least half an hour 
and then make a “determined 
leap” on to Steadfast Road 
below. 

He suffered multiple in¬ 
juries to his spine, head and 
chest and was pronounced 
dead at Kingston Hospital at 
12.30pm. 

After pressure from his 
grieving mother, South West 
London and St George’s Men¬ 
tal Health Trust, which runs 
Tolworth Hospital, is now car¬ 
rying out its own inquiry into 
why Mr Healy was allowed out 
when he had made another 
suicide attempt weeks before.

Mr Healy was forced to 
give up his job as a forestry 
manager in 1998 when he 
developed depression and an 
anxiety disorder brought on 
by work. 

He was temporarily hospi¬ 
talised and then lived inde¬ 
pendently in Surbiton for 
seven years on a prescription 


of diazepam and other medi¬ 
cations. His mother told the 
court that no longer having a 
job or a girlfriend meant he 
had “little light at the end of a 
very painful tunnel”. 

He was due to move to a new 
flat in Avenue South, Sur¬ 
biton, on February 16 this 
year, but was admitted to Tol¬ 
worth Hospital’s lilac ward 
the day before because he was 
experiencing “severe anxi-

ety”. A week later, while on 
day-release, he lay on the train 
tracks near Surbiton station, 
the inquest heard. 

He abandoned his suicide at¬ 
tempt when he became scared 
of the train and got a taxi 
back home. 

On two other occasions over 
the next week he ran away 
from his mother while she 
supervised him on day re¬ 
lease. 

Despite duty doctors at the 
hospital being told about all 
three incidents, Dr Jumi 
Banjo admitted she had not 
been given all the information 
when she decided to send him 
on overnight leave on March 
4, the day before his death, the 
inquest heard. 

Coroner Elizabeth Pygott 
recorded a verdict that Mr 
Healy killed himself while 
suffering from a mental ill¬ 
ness.

Mark Kinnimont, 38, of Clare¬ 
mont Road, Surbiton, and Ter¬ 
rence Bowler, 39, of St Albans 
Road, Kingston, appeared in a 
magistrates’ court in Westmin¬ 
ster charged with conspiracy to 
import controlled drugs, con¬ 
spiracy to supply controlled 
drugs and money laundering. 


Peter Brown, 36, of King 
Henry’s Road, Kingston, was 
charged with conspiracy to im¬ 
port controlled drugs and con¬ 
spiracy to supply controlled 
drugs. 

All except one man were re¬ 
manded in custody to appear be¬ 
fore Southwark Crown Court 
on December 5.

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‘Stressed out’ doctor 
stole morphine vials 


A New Malden doctor has accepted 
that his fitness to practise was im¬ 
paired, after he stole morphine and 
was caught drink-driving. 

Dr Omar Ahmed, who lives in 
New Malden and now works at the 
Royal United Hospital, Bath, ap¬ 
peared before the General Medical 
Council (GMC) on Monday, Novem¬ 
ber 24. 

The panel heard that Dr Ahmed 
had been convicted of stealing 
seven vials of morphine while he 
was working as a doctor at the East 
Kent Hospital University NHS 
Trust in April 2006.

Dr Ahmed told the hearing he was 
under a period of “acute stress” 
with the pressures of work, an 
arranged marriage and suffering 
from the effects of post traumatic 
stress disorder as the result of two 
racial attacks, culminating in what 
he described as a “cry for help”. 

He was convicted at Canterbury 
Crown Court on March 16, 2007, of 
four counts of theft, for which he 
received a 12 month community 
order. 


Seven months later, on November 
8,2007, at City of Westminster Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court, Ahmed was fined 
£525 and disqualified from driving 
for 12 months after being convicted 
of drink-driving. 

David Morris, representing Dr 
Ahmed, said his client accepted the 
convictions and that his fitness to 
practise had been impaired. 

The hearing was adjourned for 
the panel to consider if sanctions 
should be placed on Dr Ahmed.

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Anti-Tesco team 
set for round two

The campaign against a 
Tesco being built in Tol¬ 
worth is set to be reignited, 
after new plans were un¬ 
veiled to the public last 
weekend. 

Every Little Hurts, the 
crusade of Kingston and 
Surbiton MP Edward Davey, 
will restart when the scaled- 
back planning application, 
which some residents said 
was an improvement, is 
submitted to the council 
next month. 

Mr Davey has already 
campaigned against the su¬ 
permarket giant coming to 
the area, holding a well-at¬ 
tended public meeting and 
collecting hundreds of peti¬ 
tion signatures. 

The backlash led to Tesco 
withdrawing its last appli¬ 
cation in February 2007 and 
going back to the drawing 
board. 

After seeing the revised 
plans, Mr Davey said he 
would continue his battle 
against the 60,000sq ft store 
and 564 homes because the 
extra traffic would still 
bring more pollution to the 
area. 

He said: “They have tried 
to solve the traffic problem 
with two rather bizarre 
roads around the round¬ 
about. What they’re saying 
is that congestion will be 
no worse than it already is, 
but even after we’ve gone 
through two years of devel¬ 


opment to build this, it’ll 
still be as bad as it is now 

“The vehicles will be 
spread over more roads and 
the problem with air pollu¬ 
tion is that it is created by 
more traffic. 

“It is even worse when 
cars are standing with the 
engines running or moving 
slowly Because of my con¬ 
cerns over the air pollution 
I remain opposed to it.” 

He added that the former 
Ministry of Defence site 
next to the A3 has been des¬ 
ignated as “not for retail 
use” in the borough’s own 
Local Development Plan, 
and urged the council to 
stand by that. 

In total, 594 people attend¬ 


ed Tesco’s exhibition of its 
new plans on Friday and 
Saturday last week, includ¬ 
ing several who queued up 
outside before it opened.

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Aftermath: The police van hit the VW Polo and crashed on the way to a fatal fire 

No prosecution for 
police van’s driver 


The driver of a police van which 
collided with a VW Polo while 
heading to the aftermath of a 
fatal fire will not face prosecu¬ 
tion. 

The Crown Prosecution Service 
(CPS) concluded its deliberations 
a fortnight ago and decided there 
would be no prosecution, a police 
spokesman said. 

In the incident in May the VW 
Polo careered into the front of 
the Queen’s Head pub in Rich¬ 
mond Road and the driver had to 
be cut out of the wreckage and 
taken to hospital. 

The police van crashed into the 
pub’s 116 -year-old timber sign, 
causing cracks to appear in the 
20 ft oak post and bending the top 
of the Queen’s Head sign. 

The Independent Police Com¬ 
plaints Commission was in-

formed of the incident, as is the 
standard procedure in police 
collisions. 

The commission passed the in¬ 
vestigation on to the professional 
standards department of the 
Metropolitan Police, which put a 
file together for the CPS’s final 
decision. 

Last year Kingston’s police offi¬ 
cers and staff were involved in 52 
collisions, 12 of which were on 
the way to an emergency call and 
nine in pursuits. 

The service has not said how 
many of the incidents were 
blameworthy.

The people are fictional but I 
have drawn on things that hap¬ 
pened during those years and elab¬ 
orated on them to form the story. 

Did you have to do a lot of re¬ 
search about Kingston in the 
1970s and 80s? 

I lived in Kingston for 30 years so 
I used my memories of the area, 
such as the famous power station 
chimneys, Bentalls, taking trips 
on the river to Hampton Court 
Palace and the old Three Fishes 
pub.

Daniel Goodger, from Chessing- 


ton, said it would cut down on 
emission charges and congestion 
going to Villiers Road. 

He said: “It is a service that I 
think will reduce landfill and help 
every single house with a garden 
and not be confined to people with 
money or who can’t afford it.” 

At the moment, people pay a one- 
off £35 annual fee to have their gar¬ 
den waste collected in a reusable, 
biodegradable jute bag, and they 
can place two out for collection a 
week. 

A council spokesman said garden 
waste was already subsidised: “It 
is not a service we have to offer for 
free. Most boroughs do levy a 
charge. The fee only covers the cost 
of the collection itself. 

“The council still pays to get it 
composted.” 

In March, a new garden waste 
collection scheme will be intro¬ 
duced, although details of possible 
charges have not yet been released. 

All petitions are considered by 
the council but it does not have to 
agree with the contents.

Waste-funding bid 


Plans to build a cutting-edge 
waste management facility 
handling the household rubbish 
of four south London boroughs 
including Kingston has moved a 
step closer.

The South London Waste Partner¬ 
ship (SLWP) - a coalition of Croy¬ 
don, Kingston, Merton and 


Sutton councils - has launched an 
attempt to obtain £109m of pub¬ 
lic-private financing for the pro¬ 
ject. An outline business case has 
been submitted to the Depart¬ 
ment for the Environment, Food 
and Rural Affairs, in a proposal 
that claims to dramatically re¬ 
duce the amount of waste sent to 
landfill. 

Kingston is under pressure to 
reduce the amount of rubbish 
buried in landfill, after the Gov¬ 
ernment announced rapid in¬ 
creases in the tax charged to local 
authorities if they continue to 
dispose waste in this way. 

By 2010 the borough would be 
charged a levy of £48 for every 
tonne of waste sent to landfill. 

Chairman of the SLWP and 
leader of Kingston Council Coun¬ 
cillor Derek Osbourne said: “Our 
application for PFI [Private Fi¬ 
nance Initiative] funding is the 
second part of the partnership’s 
phased approach to dealing with 
the waste we generate and reduc¬ 
ing the amount we send to land¬ 
fill. 

“It will enable the partnering 
authorities to meet their obliga¬ 
tions with respect to the 
EU Landfill Directive in the most 
cost-efficient manner, saving tax¬ 
payers’ money in the process. 

“It will also allow the boroughs 
to significantly reduce the impact 
their residents’ household waste 
has on the local and global envi¬ 
ronment.” 

If the application is successful, 
the tendering process for develop¬ 
ing a waste management facility 
would begin in spring 2009, with 
the contract awarded in spring 
2011. 

The new facility could become 
operational in 2014 or 2015.

Flooded mum is

A mother whose council 
flat has repeatedly flooded 
is fed up with having damp 
walls for more than a year. 

Alison Windmill, 37, said 
she has complained at least 
10 times to Kingston Coun¬ 
cil about the flooding, 
which comes from the flat 
above. 

She lives with her chil¬ 
dren Daryl, 17, and eigh¬ 
teen-month-old Millie and 
is approaching the end of 
her tether. 

She said: “It has been 
going on for years and the 
council doesn’t seem to 
want to do anything at all. I 
hate it. It is a nightmare. 

“It wouldn’t be so bad if I 
thought they were working 
to do anything. I am a ner¬ 
vous wreck. I am banging 
my head against a brick 
wall.” 

Councillor Sheila Griffin 
was horrified when she 
visited and took photos 
earlier this year. She said: 
“I personally think it is ter¬ 
rible. 

“I know the council is 
short of cash but when it 
happens more than once it 
is just dreadful. 

“I know it is old but if 
residents had voted for 


stock transfer there would 
have been money for work 
to be done.” 

A spokesman for 
Kingston Council said: 
“The council is aware of 
the issue of flooding from 
the flat above and has both 
carried out repairs and in¬ 
formed the tenant in the 
flat above. 

“Where there have been 
floods we have inspected 


the premises and checked 
the electrics. 

“We will arrange for a 
surveyor to visit Ms Wind¬ 
mill with regard to her 
concerns.” 

But Ms Windmill said: “It 
is the same thing they have 
been saying for ages.”

Diversion halted 
by route master

Mayor of London Boris Johnson has re¬ 
buffed a campaign to divert a major bus 
route through a Kingston estate. 

A 396-signature petition was handed to 
the London Assembly on Wednesday call¬ 
ing for either the K2 or K3 bus to pass by 
the Cambridge Road estate, Cambridge 
Gardens and Norbiton. 

But the petitioners were told by the 
Mayor that a diversion would mean in¬ 
creased costs and longer journeys for exist¬ 
ing passengers. 

Councillor Sheila Griffin, who organised 
the petition, said: “I don’t think they know 
the area or really have any understanding 
of the route. There’s no bus that actually 
goes into the centre of Kingston from any 
of these three estates. What you have got is 
a lot of older people who find moving 
around quite difficult.” 

A spokesman for the Mayor said Douglas 
Road was already served by the K5 and the 
131, which run every eight to 12 minutes. 

He said: “The suggested diversion of 
route K2 or K3 via these roads would mean 
longer journeys for existing passengers 
and increased costs. Although not all stops 
in the vicinity have a direct link to the hos¬ 
pital, given the existing services and the 
impact on existing passengers, Transport 
for London does not consider that this di¬ 
version could be justified.” 

The K2 currently goes from Hook library, 
with stops at Chessington Industrial Es¬ 
tate, Tolworth station, Surbiton lagoon, 
Berrylands station, Surbiton station, Eden 
Street, Cromwell Road bus station and fin¬ 
ishes at the Galsworthy Road hospital site. 

And the K3 starts in Esher High Street,

Travel: Pen Hadow describes an encounter with a polar bear

The sea ice at the North Pole could 
vanish completely within the next 
few years, polar explorer Pen 
Hadow told guests at the Green 
Guardian Awards gala dinner at 
Epsom Downs Racecourse last Fri¬ 
day. 

Starting with just a few ice-free 
days in summer, scientists predict 
the length of time the sea will be 
exposed to the warming effect of 
the sun each year will increase to 
weeks and then months. 

No one knows how thick the re¬ 
maining ice is, so next year Pen is 
leading a 140-day expedition across 
the ice pack to measure it. 

His success in being the first man 
to make a solo crossing between 
Canada and the North Geographic 
Pole was partly based on his under¬ 
standing that, with ever increasing 
stretches of water, the only way to 
get there was to go direct, swim¬ 
ming across the gaps dragging an 
inflatable sled. 

Congratulating all the finalists on 
what they have been doing to pro¬ 
tect the environment, he said 
changing behaviours here helped 
protect ice in the northern ocean - 
a vital heat shield against global 
warming. 

He was speaking to a rapt audi¬ 
ence of 240 people, including envi¬ 
ronmental activists, MPs and 
business and council leaders. 

They were there to celebrate the 
achievements of those people and 
organisations in south-west Lon¬ 
don who are leading the way to¬ 
wards sustainability. 

The Queen’s Stand had been 
transformed into an autumnal for¬ 
est, with trees hung with environ¬ 
mental messages and lit by low 
energy LED lights - part of a pack¬ 
age of measures to reduce the 
event’s carbon footprint. 

This year there were over 50 final¬ 
ists from seven boroughs, all of 


whom had been winners in their 
category at a borough level. 

Introducing the awards, Sean 
Duggan, group editor for the South 
London Guardian series and the 
project’s founder, said: “The prima¬ 
ry aim of this event is to say an un¬ 
forgettable thank you to them for 
everything they have been doing. 

“But, as they say, there are no free 
lunches, or in this case dinners, 
and the other aim of this evening is 
to ensure that they leave tonight in¬ 
spired and encouraged to go on to 
do even more - and to share their 
enthusiasm and experience with as 
many people as they can.” 

He described the Green Guardian 
project, launched three years ago, 
as an “outstanding example of co¬ 
operation” and paid tribute to its

Take action 
on the buses 

Readers have been rightly com¬ 
plaining about the terrible new 
buses on route 285 (Kingston to 
Heathrow). 

Our association has similarly 
been complaining to Transport 
for London (TfL) since early 
this year when we heard that 
these badly designed buses 
were coming, having already 
complained about similar vehi¬ 
cles on route 465 (Kingston to 
Dorking). 

The internal layout was obvi¬ 
ously designed by an anorexic 
midget, because there are at 
least 12 seats you cannot get 
your legs and/or feet into. 

Accordingly, users tend to 
only sit in the aisle seat, block¬ 
ing off the inside seat. Legs and 
feet block the aisle, making it 
very dangerous. This route is 
extremely busy at all times, 
with large amounts of luggage, 
so many have to stand. This is 
exacerbated by the tight and 
underused seating. It used to 
have double deckers and we 
have repeatedly stated that it 
should have them again, espe¬ 
cially since the opening of Ter¬ 
minal 5. Instead, we get the 
stupidest buses that London 
United (Transdev) could find, 
but even more troubling is that 
these new vehicles were ap¬ 
proved by TfL, which issued the 
terms of the route contract.

Plus, 
those getting on at Heathrow 
for the first time must think 
that they have landed in the 
third world. 

So in order to get these 19 
dodgy buses (type Enviro 200) 
replaced, we urge everyone to 
write to the Chairman of TfL, 
Mayor Boris Johnson, your MP 
and local councillor.

Former liberal synagogue rabbi Danny 
Rich welcomed his successor to the com¬ 
munity last weekend, declaring her one 
of the finest rabbis of a generation.

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NEW ROAD CAR TEST : VAUXHALL CORSA SXI RANGE 


Do you think it’s SXi? 

With sharper steering and firmer suspension, the SXi 
Corsas are sporty superminis without the prohibitive 
costs of a performance hatch. Steve Walker reports. 


The reason fast small cars have be¬ 
come so much more powerful is that 
they aren’t all that small anymore. 
The extra weight of all the safety 
measures and electronic gadgetry 
that today’s market demands means 
that shifting a modern supermini 
around is no longer a job for engines 
of a fragile disposition. Doing so at 
the substantial rate of knots nor¬ 
mally associated with a proper hot 
hatchback really does take some 
gumption on an engine’s part. 

What the SXi trim level aims to do 
is replicate some of the fun of a hot 
hatchback without the less enjoy¬ 
able expense. The SXi trim is offered 
with a choice of two petrol engines 
and a diesel with prices starting at 
around £11,000. The entry level unit 
is a 1.2-litre 16v that generates its 
79bhp maximum power output at a 
lofty 5,600rpm. This engine is fine 


for shopping duties and dropping 
the kids off at school but buyers 
seeking a sporty drive are likely to 
find it a little underwhelming. The 

I. 4-litre petrol option is £500 more 
and a little bit better with 89bhp to 
call upon. The 0-60mph sprint takes 

II. 8s here rather than 13s in the 1.2 
and fuel economy is just lmpg infe¬ 
rior to the smaller petrol at 47.9mpg. 

There’s a £700 price jump from 
the 1.4 to the 1.3-litre CDTi diesel 
but if you’re attracted to the SXi 
by its sporty dynamics rather 
than by its sporty looks, it’s a 
jump worth making. 

The differences between these 
SXi cars and the less sporty 
models in the range extend well 
beyond mere cosmetic add-ons. 
The SXi models feature modi¬ 
fied suspension and steer¬ 
ing to help them live up to 


their sporty billing. The standard 
Corsa is a fine handling supermini 
with well-weighted and accurate 
steering thanks to the speed-depen- 
dent electronic power steering system 
(EPS). 

The SXi models, however, feature 
the more advanced VPPS (Variable 
Progressive Power Steering). 

Like the Astra, there’s the bullet¬ 
proof feeling of build quality that’s as 
good as anything in the sector. Just 
about the only criticism of recent 
Vauxhall interiors was that, although 
well built, they didn’t offer a whole lot 
of slick design to catch the eye. The 
Corsa changes that particular script 
with translucent ambi¬ 
ent lighting on the 
centre console 
switchgear, 
one 


of those ‘surprise and delight’ fea¬ 
tures that adds the all-important 
showroom wow-factor. The round air 
vents, the stereo and big satellite navi¬ 
gation screen (available on high spec 
cars only) give the Corsa’s dash a far 
more modern, integrated look. 

The Vauxhall Corsa SXi successfully 
sportifies the standard Corsa pack¬ 
age, sharpening up the driving experi¬ 
ence in a manner that will appeal to 
those who enjoy spending time behind 
the wheel. The petrol engines will oc¬ 
casionally have you longing for more 
power to fully exploit the lithe chassis 
but the diesels are almost punchy 
enough to make you 



question whether those 200bhp hyper¬ 
hatchbacks are absolutely necessary. 
More importantly, none of the SXi en¬ 
gine options will break the bank in 
terms of upfront, insurance or run¬ 
ning costs and that’s the key to the 
Corsa SXi - affordable fun.
